rants at any rate in} thiSherBook , and by+«this mcans hopcs more than ever to clcar 
the point, and to rendef herſelf as great an innocent, as thoſe ſhe uſes to bring into 
the world, . pl 

Sane boldly acknowledges her (elf a Papili, p. 1. though of Proteſtant Parents 3 and 
ſhe became one , becauſe they had been oppreli by the Diſloyal Partyz a good rca- 

ſon ;

ſon : and becauſe ſhe never heard any of that Church preach to her any thing of Diſ- 
loyalty, therefore none of them ever made or contriveda PLOT againſt the King 
and Governmentz another like Argument. But as to the rcality of the PLOT, 
notwithſtanding their many falſe Blinds,there is ſcarce one of any Judgment and Rea- 
ſon, but is coftivinced of it 3 and to deny it, were to give the Lye to the greateſt Au- 
thority on Earth , both the King and People : To the King, in contradicting his ſe- 
veral Proclamations 3 to the People, in making falſe the ſeveral unanimous Votes of 
their Repreſentatives in Parliament z who have declared it to be an horrid POPISH 
PLOT, not a Presbyterian one 3 and by believing the Judges of the Land to be blind, 
and all the Courts of Judicature to be ſtrangely mittaken. And yet theſe people , 
Feſuits and Feſwitical Inſtruments, boldly infmuate there is no PLOT 3 and there- 
fore, as their chicfeſt Card they have to play , they fo often endeavour to invalidate 
the Kings Witneſſes, and to make them of no worth : and this is the whole ſcope of 
this Book of Mrs Cellier's, called her Malice Defeated, but rather is Malice Repeated. 

For þ. 2. ſhe tclls us, The chict ſticklers for the P LOT werc the Sons of thoſe 
who iba the principal parts in the laſt Tragedy : and therefore to intail on them 

the ſins of their Fathers, {he doubted the whole, that there was no other PL O T, 
but what they were going to aGt over again, that is, to cut off the Kings Head, and 
to Convett this Land toa Republick, It there could be greater malice than this in- 
ventcd, Jet the world judge 3 and how far from Truth, daily more and more appears. 
God be thanked, His Majeſty is not apt to be jealous, but this were enough to tir up 
a ſuſpitious Prince tobe Cruel and Tyrannick, But this provokes the Good-womans 
Charity, and ſhe diligently ſearches the Priſons for the objedts thereof 3 but it ſeems, 
for all her tine ſtories , *twas to find out a fit ſubject tor her Deſigns and Intrigues 3 
which proving falſe and recreant, having ſerv'd his own turn, it not hers, and who 
having given her a divelliſh blow on the Mouth, firack out moſt of her Terth, ſo that 
ſhe cannot bite 3 ſhe opens her mouth, and with bloody gums, mumbles and touſes 
the poor fellow with his heaps of Crimes, ſo that ſhe thinks ſhe has ſufficiently made 
a fool'of the PLOT, and turned it into nothing. But what is all this? Danger- 
field while her ſervant , though he had committed all theſe Crimes , was ſtanch e- 
nough, a very good man, one to be trulted to get in her Husbands Debts, and pay his 
Scores 3 introduced to the Company of the Lady Powis , and a fit Companion for 
the Lords in the Tower : but after this Inſtrument broke between het Hands,ſce what 
a Scoundrel ſhe has made of him, for turning Cat in the Pan. What he has been 
I know not 3 he ſurely could not have been very good, that was pick'd out of the 
Goal 3 and had he been any better, ſhe could never have thought to have put him 
upon thoſe Employs he ſafhciently ſwore ſhe did z and it ſeems was cunning enough 
in that Caſe, to invalidate his Teſtimony, as no legal witneſs ; however, *tis but her 
zay againſt his yeaz he has affirmatively ſworn it, againft which no Negative can pre- 
vail : and whatever the Evidence may be at Common-law , I doubt it will ſignific 
ſomething to the Conſciences and Information 'of many , and that with as much 
—_ and Reaſon, as the aſſertion of Mrs Cellter in her own defence 3; in which 
the 15 not to be blamed, having dextrouſly played her Cards. And the Narrative 
of Willoughby, what &re he has been , may {peak Truth in matter of Fact, as well as 
Mrs Cellier's, and maybe juſtly and as ſoon belicv'd. 

But this is not enough 3 for although this may do her buſineſs,and fave her Bacon, 
yct it will not clear the PLOT , therefore ſhe muſi fall foul alſo of the other Wit- 
neſſes, Bedlow, Oates, and the reſt : never a Barrel better Herring , they are all alike, 
and muſt be recriminated 3 therefore ſhe gives you Bedlows Character, p- 2, &3. and 
from Dr. Oates his own hand : well, if all this , or moft of it be falte, is not Mrs 
Cellier a malicious woman, and thoſe who ſet her a work wicked Inſtruments ? but 
if this were true, all was before , and whillt imploycd in their Service ; and what 
better could be expected for Treaſon and Murthcr ? But fince,we tind not any thing 
obje&ed againſt them, not only as to the evils of Life and Converſation , but as to 
the Truth and agreement of their Depofitions. Thoſe who are alive may anſiverin 
this reſped for themelves,and Mr, Bed/ozp's laſt Exit has very muchifirengthened and 
confhrm'd theTruth of the P LOT, and the wickedneſs of the Plotters. But how- 
ever, all thoſe Witneſſes Mrs Celler rails againſt , are ſafficiently back'd by others, 
againſt whom none of them could have ſuch cauſe of ſcandal and reproach 3 ſothat 
the foundation of the PL OT fiands not upon the only props of Dr. Oates, Bed- 


low, 
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low, and Dangerfield, but on many more, ſound, and ſtrozg enough in their Reputa- 
tion. 

The next thing I obſerve, is, That ſhe not only endearours to invalidate the Tc- 
ſtimony ot the Kings Witneſſes by Reproach, Scandal, and by bringing their Crimes 
upon the ltage, whether true or falſe ; but ſhe alſo endearours, as in p. 3. to cauſe 
them not to be believed by the people , by infinuating that they were horridly abu- 
{cd in priſon. Wracked and Torturcd, Boultcd and Chained, Starved and Beaten; of 
which {he tclls odd ſtories, making ſomething like a Miniker, to be cither a promoter, 
or evidence ot the fame 3 it looking like one of the Spaniſh Inquiſition , and he the 
Prieſt Examincr, being tranſlated from the Inqifition-Prifon to Newgate. But we are 
apt to believe they are forged, and to which Captain Richerdſon is able to give ſfati(- 
faction 3 Mr. Prance.the man ſhe would make the world believe to be the perſon Tor- 
mented, to cxtort talſe Evidence,having, in his Narrative luffciently cleared that ſul 
pition, and juſtifhcd to the contrary , whatever Mrs Cellier may invent to cauſe the 
contrary to be thought. 

But bchdes the Witneſſes, we muſt have others to carry on a Secret PLOT, to hide 
and cloud the Real one: It is no matter who they are, but it ſeems they are no mean 
ones, being Dakes and Earls ;, tor {uch the brings into Newgate, p. 4. to beat and 
abuſe the Examinants, or thoſe committed thither under pretence of the Plot 3 and 
in pcrſon to offer them Gold and Silver, to Confeſs what they did not know, Still 
Inquilition-method 3 Cunning and Tyranny. This Duke and Lord, whoever they 
were, would not be accounted any great Politicians, tedo their buſineſs no better, 
but to appear in perſon: but all this is fitll to make the world imagine ſtrange things, 
and that thoſe Innocents were beaten and tormented , and tempted to conteſs what 
they never knew of, 

This Duke and Eail are incognito, and we cannot get knowledge of them : but my 
Lord of Shaftesbary is more bcholding to her, for the names him in ſeveral places,with 
his Scrvants, and goes about to ſhew his Arts and Policies, to framea PLOT; 
and would infinuate to the people, as it it carnc, or had a birth qut of his Brain,and 
with his ſntrigues with Bedlow and Stroud, would raiſe up what never was 3 and 
that therefore he was making Inſtruments for that purpoſe, by illegal means , feeding 
them privately with Money , and getting them Pardons, giving them incourage- 
ment and alſiftance. And thus the wicked woman, though newly eſcaped the laſh 
of the Law, - if ſhe cannot Murther or take away the Lite of the Earl of Shaftesbary 
yet ſtabs his Honour and Reputation. But there is a Statute of Scandalum Magna! 
tum, upon which ſhe may chance to be Trycd, and may prove more unfortunate to 
her, than that of Edward the Third, upon which ſhe was laſt Indicted, 

But this Woman aſcends m her bold aſperſions 3 and having gone thus far for 
the Cauſe, aſſaults the Council and the King himſelf, his Jultice and his Laws : 
For p. 44- ſhe makes bold to ſay, with a Forhcad brazen enough, That though Trea- 
ſonable PraQtices have been Sworn againft Dangerfield, by Juſtice Foſter, Juſtice 
Harvie, Mx. Thomas Hill and her ſelf; yet the Gentleman walks abroad undiſturbed, 
and dayly conſults with his Contcderates, how to act new Villanies. Then by and 
by , Whenſoever bis Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to make it ſafe and honourable to ſpeak, Truth, as 
it bath been gainful and meritortous to do the contrary, there will not want Witneſſes, &c, 
I think the like bold and ſcandalous Aſſertion was ſcarce fo barc-tac'dly owned be- 
fore 3 as if his Majeſty and his Privy-Council did encourage Perjury, or that it was 
a dangerous thing to own or {peak the Truth before them. 

It is not good dallying thus with Thunder : Methinks, though other perſons 
could not eſcape the venom of their lying Tongues, yet that Sacred Majelty, and 
the Juſtice of a Nation ſhould have been above the reach of their empoyſoned darts; 
But to what height will not the Zeal, or rather blinde Fury and Rage of their 
Religion carry them! Thus alſo the terms the Examinations of the Committee of 
Lords, before whom ſhe was brought, Trepanning Bneſtions, page 29. to enſnare 
her : A tit exprettion for the Peers of the Realm; as it they had fo little Honour 
or Honelty, as to betray the Life of a poor filly woman, But (he is tull of ſuch 
(currillous abuſes thorough the whole Book 3 and it were too much labour to trace 
her throughout, | 

She may have leave granted her to abuſe perſons of a meaner Rank, when ſhe 
has {o boldly ſtruck at thoſe of the higheſt ; and 1 think, of all the Railing (be _=— 
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vicd againit Sir 1/70, Wat, which might/in ſome ſort be pardoned, he being ſo 
active a man againſt her a1d her Fellow-Plottersz that which (hc uſcs page 23, is 
very wicked, and highly malicious; which is, that ſhewing him the Book called 
The black, Tribunal, wherdn the Tryals of the late King's Judges were {ct down, 
told him withal, That th# was the Game he would noxp be at , which (ſays ſhe) bz 


knows how to clear himſelf trom ſuch horrid Afpcriions, 

She pretends to reveal the Myſtery of the Meal-T4; but ſhe has made fo Night 
and- poor a thing of it, chat it is not ſo much as the truc Hiftory of it. She thought 
otherwiſe of that Diſcovery, when ſhe wrung her hands and cryed,- She was wn- 
done, at the tirlt Fading of that black Lift, which was under the white Meal, that 
gave ſufficient Proot and Light of the moſt abominable PLOT that ever was 
Invented. But Mrs, Celiier has undergone the Tryal of the Law, and is Acquitted 
tor want of clcar Proct againſt hcr ; but it the procceds, as the hath begun in this 
her Book, to forge and publiſh Lies, and to abuſe and detame perſons of Honour, 
and the Juſtice ot the Nation, and to invalidate the King's Evidegece, and cndea- 
vour to turn the PLOT into a Romance or Fiction, the des, at lalito 
tinde, the may not always have the good fortune to eſcape Juſtice: and it is not to 
be doubtcd, notwithſtandirg the endeavours of theſe Champions tor the Caule, 
but that cre long the whole Myſtery of this Long-depending P L O T will be laid 
opcn, and that Juſtice will at laſt flow like a ftream without oppokition 1n the Land ; 
And we ſhall know the guilty Heads, as well as the defiled and wicked Members 
and Inſtruments, In the mean time, that ſuch may not bark in the cars of the 
people ſounchequ?d and uncentrould , we have only in few words let you plainly 
{ce, the repeated Malice of Mrs, Celier's Malice Defeated, and what the true end of 
all the Endeavours of that Party is, To make the world believe that there is no Plot 
or Deligne againſt his Majeſties Life, and againſt the eftabliſhed Laws and Religion 
of the Land, but what is now hatching, by the Presbyterians and Republicans 3 whilli 
by this Blinde they (till hope to carry on their foul and wicked Deſtgncs.
